teachers.

Under Law 


Persons operating tourist rooming 


houses must secure a permit from 
the state board of health, according 
to B. A. Honeycombc, supervisor of 
the hoteb- and restaurant division. 
An amendment to the state law de- 
fines a tourist rooming house as 
lodging places and tourist cabins, 
other than hotels, wherein sleeping 
accommodations arc. offered for pay 
with or without meals, to tourists 
or transients. It does not include 
private boarding or rooming houses, 
ordinarily conducted as such, not 


accommodating' tourists or tran- 
sients. 


Persons who prepare, serve or sell 


food, In the form of meals or lunch- 
es to transients and the general 
public must secure a restaurant per- 
mit from the board of health. Under 
the state law a restaurant is defined 
as any building, room or 
place 


wherein meals or lunches are pre- 
pared or cold to transients or the 
general public. Tho term meals or 
lunches does not include soff drinks, 
ice cream, milk, milk drinks, ices 
and confections. 


The serving in taverns of free 


lunches 
consisting . of 
popcorn, 


cheese, crackers, pretzels, cold saus- 
age, cured fish or bread and butter 
does not constitute such taverns to 
be restaurants, Honeycombe ex- 
plained.

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1 EIGHT BILLIONS OF INDIRECT TAXES 


The National Consumers Tax Commis- 


sion busied itself about collecting infor- 
mation concerning all the taxes paid in 
this tax-suffocated land. 


And its figures reveal that if the 


fourteer.ih century is to be set apart in 
history because of the bandit bands that 
ruled the road almost without molestation 
this century will achieve notoriety for 
something on the same order even though 
the technique employed be entirely differ- 
ent and instead of a gun touching the tip 
of your nose a smooth velvelty finger 
works its way unbeknown into your purse 
pocket. 


For out of the total of a little over 


14 billion dollars collected in this coun- 
try in 1938 in every form of tax almost 
8 billions were concealed and you didn't 
realize you paid them any more than 
you knew what happened that time you 
came home from a crowded street carni- 
val and found your wallet gone. 


There are spots and times when an in- 


direct tax may be justified. The cost of 
collection of taxes must be considered as 
well as the certainty of securing them. 
But the virtues of the indirect tax are out- 
weighed by its vices. And today it takes 
on many of the colors of a racket. 


The principle of the indirect tax is now 


"What the people don't know won't hurt 
them" and although the people should 
know about these taxes the principle still 
applies with a slight variation, "What the 
people do not constantly realize won't hurt 
them." The Gallup poll shows too that 
25 per cent of our people do not realize 
what an indirect tax is. 


We hate to mention those horse and 


buggy da3rs at which Mr. Eoosevelt in his 
lofty manner pointed the finger of scorn. 
'And perhaps we should apologize for 
even presenting their virtues. But when 
sales taxes were direct, instead of indi- 
rect, debts were paid, the public treasury 
•was kept clean, and we quickly returned 
to the splendid position where we could 
repeal all federal taxes upon the people 
excepting import duties and liquor taxes. 


Picture America in 1865 with the bil- 


lions of debt from the Civil war and the 
emotions raw from its hatreds and hor- 
rors. 
Our grandfathers put on direct 


sales taxes to help wipe up the mess. Of 
course the people didn't like them. But 
they knew what they were and they knew 
what they were paying. And 30 years 
after the war was over we had the debt 
paid, the taxes repealed and still we con- 
tinued to pay pensions to the veterans 
snd their dependents. 


We dare say there is no more magnifi- 


cent chapter in the history of any people 
than that 30-year period of sound finance, 
hard work, and neither a slick nor an oily 
system employed to lead the country into 
the swamp.

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Toll Charge on Luxury Road 


1$ Causing Lots of Arguments 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER 


New York—We arc having a big to-do over the Imposition of a 10-cent 


toll on the Mcrritt parkway, a luxury boulevard in Connecticut which 
starts at the New York state line and rolls over the hills of the Green- 
wich dude country and away to New England. The parkway follows a 
lino generally parallel to the old Boston Post road, which shoves straight 


through an almost continuous chain of industrial 
cities, suburbs and towns and is always heavily clut- 
tered with motorized box cars hauling freight. The 
parkway is a speed road with a limit of 50 miles an 
hour, policed by state cops who usually will stand for 
55, whereas the post road is a terrible drag with traf- 
fic lights glaring all the way and with speed limits as 
low as twenty. It is also infested with the local police 
of many municipalities, who sometimes, if they are 
not feeling just right or the town kitty needs a little 
boodle, make life hell for truckers and tourists. 


The 10-cent toll entitles you to a 21-mile drive on 


the Merrit parkway, but the Connecticut legislature 
purposely left the side entrancqs unprotected so that

anyone who wants to detour a few miles can skip the 


toll house and save the dime. The legislature figured that the saving of a 
dime wouldn't be worth the bother and the waste of time or the torture 
r 


f the post road. 
This toll charge has been raising a big fuss, nevertheless. It seems that 


it isn't the dime but the principle of the thing, the principle of state en- 
try fees, tariffs and so on. More- 
over, this toll was slapped on only 
after it came out that about a mil- 
lion dollars had been wasted in 
graft paid to owners of some of the 
land taken for the highway. Some 
of this was white graft, received by 
fine, God-fearing New England 
yankees of the highest character 
and patriotism, and some was black 
or dishonest graft obtained through 
conspiracy to hike the prices. In 
connection with the dishonest graft 
several indictments have been ob- 
tained and one grafter has been 
convicted. But, anyone knowing 
about this larceny and bearing in 
mind the insufferable, civic sancti- 
mony of some of those who grab- 
bed the white graft, is bound to 
twitch a little when stopped for 
dunes to help make it up, people 
just feel that the state of Connecti- 
cut, having been robbed, is steal- 
ing the money back from third par- 
ties. There certainly is something to 
that.

But the legislature has adopted a 


frank policy that luxury roads now 
call for tolls except in cases where 
there are no parrallel roads, and 
this highway, when it has been 
shoved through to Massachusetts, 
•will call for three 10-cent tolls in 
88 miles. These tolls will be in addi- 
tion to the regular gas and motor 
vehicle taxes which were supposed 
to be used exclusively for road pur- 
poses and to carry the whole load. 
Maybe it is an outrage for state gov- 
ernments to dip into the automobile 
money for other expenses and then 
put the motorist through the wring- 
er again for more highway money, 
but it is done, and more of it will 
be done as the Connecticut experi- 
ment comes to the attention of law- 
makers elsewhere. 


Citizens of Wcstchestcr county. 


New York, a sort of Sudctcnland 
which in one part, extends up into 
Connecticut to save a cent a gallon 


on the gas and as much as $1.25 a 
quart on liquor, and New York nat- 
urally wants to stop the slopover 
which deprives New York of no 
little sum in taxes. It conjures pic- 
tures of customs booths on all roads 
crossing the border. On the other 
hand. New York has a heavy in- 
come tax and Connecticut has none, 
and New York's Sudetenlanders 
pine piteously for anschluss with 
their New England brethren. 


Possibly the irritation over the 


toll will lead to a border incident. 
Certainly the Sudetenlanders up in 
Westchester neck would hang gar- 
lands on the muskets of a Connecti- 
cut army come to rescue them from 
the foul oppressions of the New 
York state department of taxation 
and finance, and every night they 
look across the green hills to their j 
cultural homeland and pray heaven 
to speed the day.

Icrinc. We simply think faster than 
we can rpcak, so our words get 
jumbled and we stutter. You adults 
can well understand this, dilemma 
by remembering how you reacted 
when you began studying a foreign 
language as in high school or col- 
lege. 


Your 
"undcrstandinc" vocabu- 


lary was usually much 
greater 


than your "speaking" vocabulary 


in the strange language. 
So it is 


•with our youngsters in the pre- 
kindergarten stage. 


Overlook a Toddler's Stuttering 
If the parents and relatives will 


tactfully overlook the toddler's stut- 
tering, it will disappear naturally in 
a year or two when he has acquired 
a large speaking vocabulary. 


But if they scold him, or make 


him feel tense and ashamed, they 
may give him an inferiority com- 
plex about his speech and thus "fix" 
the habit of stuttering upon him as 
a permanent misfortune. 


The next two periods in which 


people are likely to stutter are at 
puberty, when they become sexual- 
ly self-conscious and easily em- 
barrassed as well as in the late 
teens or" early twenties when they 
may be having their first dates. 


Social fear with its resulting ner- 


vous tension, may not only fasten 
upon our larnyx-and produce stut- 
tering, but it may'also select one's 
bowel, producing a spastic colon. 
It may likewise affect the stomach 
and cause nausea or actual vomit- 
ing. 


It may affect the skin. too. and 


produce blushing, or the hands and 
cause such 
excessive 
trembling 


that the victim cannot play his 
violin or piano in public or even 
operate a typewriter if the boss is 
looking on. 


Cousins of Stuttering 


There arc many nervous reactions 


like the above mentioned, which 
are really first cousins of stuttering. 
Jf the victim's attention is focussed 
upon one of these nervous mech- 
anisms, he may grow so acutely 
self-conscious about it that the hab- 
it results. 


Statistics show that left-handed 


failure and nervous exhaustion up- 
on the child. In the end he dislikes 
the work he has been forced to do 
under great strain, and never does 
it well. His development is hinder- 
ed' by interference with his powers. 


Left-handedness is not an indica- 


tion of backwardness. Some left- 
handed children are backward, and 
some right-handed ones are too. 
The worst that can happen to a 
left-handed child is the inconveni- 
ence he meets in a world made for 
the right-handed. Doorknobs, for 
example are set for the right-hand- 
ed people, but life is not made too 
hard for the left-handed one by 
that arrangement. * Tables are set 
for the right-handed, but I have not 
seen a left-handed person go hun- 
gry for that reason.

the Institute of Radio Engineers.

Eventually the oil compan- 
ies began using the machine. Scores 
of potential oil formations thus 
were located.

AERIAL GUNFIRE CAMERAS 
Years ago, I studied an adver- 


tisement telling about an odd kind 
of camera whtch was for sale. This 
camera was In the shape of a small 
cannon! 
- 


The advertisement said a person 


might buy such a camera and start 
traveling. In each city he could 
take pictures of people on the 
street, finish 4,he prints m -a hurry, 
and charge small Mims for them. 
In that way he could earn enough 
money to go to the next city. 


Whether anyone made good suc- 


cess with the idea. I cannot say. 
I should guess that most persons 
would not want to be' "shot'- with 
a camera of that kind. It would 
seem too much like a real gun! 


Today there are cameras in the 


shape of machine guns. They were 
invented during the World war, 
and since then have been made 
much better. They are "aerial gun- 
fire cameras." 


A modern fighting airplane is 


fitted with machine guns, and prac- 
tice is needed if they arc to be 
handled with skill. Aviators can 
test themselves on the ground with 
targets painted on moving canvas, 
but that does only a little to fit 
them for actual fighting. 


The best practice comes from 


shooting while in the air at other 
airblanes. 
ThiV would be all very 


well, except that men in the other 
planes would not care to be'shot at 
with real buliets! 


Shooting with blank 
cartridges 


would not be of much use, since no 
one could know where the bullets 
would strike, if there were bullets. 
The answer tc the problem came 
with the gunf're camera. 


This camera has film where the 


machine gun would have cartridg- 
es. When -"he trigger of the "gun' 
is pressed. th» shutter keeps open- 
ing and closing, and the films keep 
moving. In that way. picture after 
picture can be taken in quick or- 
der. 


Later the aviator takes his film 


to the grouni. where it is de- 
veloped aod studied. If the "en- 
emy airplane" has been snapped 
at close rang.;, the image on th-v 
film will be lar^e 
Experts can 


tell almost exactly" how far away 
a plane was by its size on the film. 


Bullets •'ravel fast,- but not near- 


ly so fast as light. For this rea- 
son the experts mus* work to find 
out where tha bullets would have 
struck. Knowing the speed of the 
enemy airplane, 
and its distance 


from the gunfire camera, they can 
estimate closely the skill of the 
aviator. 
' 


Aviators who handle such cam- 


eras find the practice a kind of 
"game." but it poinfs ah3ad toward 
possible war. No doubt a nation 
of today needs exoert aviators to 
defend it. but hundreds of millions 
of people hope for a better day 
in the future. The-i- want a world 
in which no nation will dare' to at- 
tack another nation

At Rotary Meet 


Clintctnville Mail Tells of 


Experiences in Trans- 


portation Field 


Clintonville 
Peter Johnson. 


manager of the Clintonville Trans- 
fer comprny, was the guest speak- 
er at the Rotary luncheon Monday 
.noon at Hotel Marion 


Mr. Johnson, who spent 
more 


than thirty years in transportation 
service, tolcl of his early exper- 
iences in working for the railroads 
as a call boy; of his railroad unit 
in France during the World war 
where he spent two years in a 
construction division; and of a year 
in Germany as yardmaster after 
the war. 


His first experience in truck 


transportation 
was 
with 
FWD 


trucks in the building of railroads 
in France In relating the story of 
transportation, he gave an account 
of the building of railroads in this 
country and the problems encoun- 
tered in transportation 
through 


regulation 
The abuses, he said, iu 


rebates and special freight rates to 
large users prompted the national 
regulation in 1887. 


The problem of the long and 


short haul legislation was described 
by the speaker. He said that prior 
to the building of the Panama canal 
that business in the middle west 
could conr.pete with the coast, but 
since the building of the canal, in- 
dustry on the coast had the decided 
advantage over industry in the 
middle west, and that it was cheap- 
er to ship some commodities by 
freight to New York and from there 
by boat via the Panama canal to 
the west coast rather than over 
land. 


Waterways Affect Rates 


The speaker showed how inland 


waterways affect freight rates on 
the Mississippi river alone. He said 
that there was a saving of about 15 
per cent freight rates on many ar- 
ticles, and that barges coming in on 
the Mississippi were used more ex- 
tensively each year. It is not un- 
common to see barges pass through 
LaCrosse on the Wisconsin river 
three or four times a week. The 
standard barge, the speaker said, is 
capable of handling 100.000 tons. — 
so that five- barges tied together 
could haul as much as a long rail- 
road freight train. \A single river 
boat can tow from ten to fifteen 
barges. 


Mr. Johnson showed that railroad 


rates are adjusted between cities 
because of the Great Lakes trans- 
portation. 
The freight rate from 


Manitowoc to Detroit is $121 for 
first class freight as against $1.03 
from Manitowoc to Chicago. Truck 
transportation 
also 
has 
affected 
rates throughout the country, there 
being about 600.000 trucks engaged 
in hauling freight. The trucks, the 
speaker 
maintained, 
require 10 


more men for every ton of freight 
they haul, than the railroads, and 
have contributed in a great meas- 
ure toward relieving the unemploy- 
ment problem. Trucks pay $417.- 
500.000 in taxes annually.

Daybreak, in a wild forested area 
mt never the whole night through! 
Another ambition has been to ex- 
ilore a certain cedar swamp not 
ar from my parents' home in Mari- 
nette county. The trees and bush- 
es grow so thickly there and the 
boggy ground is so wet we would 
probably never get very far. but 
one of my sisters and I have vowed 
that some day, we would penetrate 
its depths to discover what rare 
flowers grew there. 


In Depths of Swamps 


Our ambition was further fired 


by reading about one of our rarest 
of wild orchids, calypso bulbosa. 
whose habitat is supposed to be 
cold cedar swamps. 
Years ago it 


was found in several spots in Wis- 
consin, especially in the north-i 
western part, but today there are1 


million men employed by the rail- 
road industry, he asserted.

Speaking of orchids, perhaps one 


of your ambitions has been to see 
them blossoming in their natural 
homes. If so, this is the time to look 
for them. Last night we visited a 
wild flower garden in De Pere and 
saw about a dozen of the showy 
ladyslippers in blossom. The cold 
wet month has been ideal for them 
and they were in a flourishing state 
some plants being two feet tall with 
large rosy-tinted 
blossoms. 


Rule for Orchids 


In their woodland homes they 


blossom a little later than in homo 
gardens. The first of July is about 
the best time to look for them in the 
northern part of the state where 
they are most abundant. The wild 
orchids that blossom in June and 
July can be looked for in all sorts 
of places, marshy meadows, mossy 
woods and wet river banks, but for 
the most part they are a moisture- 
loving tribe. 


If you run across a strange flow- 


er and suspect that it may be an 
orchid, count its floral leaves (pet- 
als or petals and leave together 
that make up the flower). If there 
are six, and one is peculiarly form- 
ed, you can be quite sure you have 
an orchid. The 
peculiarly-formed 


petal, the "slipper" of the ladyslip- 
per group, or the fringed lip of thi 
various bog and erin orchids, is s. 
lure to visiting insects who transfer 
pollen from flower to flower. 


If your interest is birds you are 


sure to have an unfulfilled wish 
concerning them. Perhaps you've 
always wanted to see a pileated 
woodpecker, a loon or any of our 
other 
birds 
or isolated wilder- 


nesses. 
To lisen to the evening 


hymns of our resident thrushes, 
the wood, hermit and veery, is a 
wish held- oy many but realized 
only by the few who take the

and they stick as though welded. 
To get them apart again you roust 
slide them off." 


Toolmaker by Trade 


Webber 
was a toolmaker by 


trade, but 10 years ago he decided 
to go to work for himself, making 
precision gauges. 


"I'm working now on a shipment 


of gauges to be sent to England." 
he said. "I understand that they 
will be used in setting machines- 
which turn out guns and ammuni- 
tion for defense." 


Webber's shop is one of three in 


the United States making precision 
gauges. 


"I guarantee my blocks to be as 


accurate as any in the -world, and 
more accurate than most," "he 
said. 


The method which Webber uses 


in the manufacture of blocks he 
keeps secret, but it involves light 
waves and the comparison of light 
wave-lengths. 


Heat Important Factor 


"When I'm working on a block," 


he said smiling, "I must take Into 
consideration the heat of my body, 
and that thrown off by the light 
bulbs in the room." 


Webber guarantees that when 


one of his gauge blocks is marked 
"one hundred-thousandths of an» 
inch" it falls within eight-mil- 
lionths of an inch of being cor- 
rect,

"It's like splitting a hair* the 


toolmaker said, "and then sub- 
dividing that eight or ten times." 


Because accuracy always is in, 


demand—in war or peace—Webber 
never lacks work. 


"There never was a depression 


in this business," he said. "When 
times are bad, manufacturers ^are 
only more eager to be accurates-to - 
keep their trade and to save on 
material."
